peared to be in fine condition, well 
worked. 
A nullifier 
of that fine 
neighborhood seemed to he “living at 
home.”

ey was alive with gins, saw mill and 
the springs were the main source of 
wanter supply, and they were inex­ 
haustible. 
In those I hi .vs 
Decatur 
citizens were furnished a 
superior 
grade of butter and milk from the 
Conley dairy, nearby. 


Messenger is in receipt of “The 
Tennessean,’ official magazine of the 
Tennessee Dairies, Inc., of Dallas, 
and it is a nice, neat little publica­ 
tion, chock full of news concerning 
the doings of the workers of the 
great plant. 
But. the little Dallas 
publication should be “keerfnl” in 
telling about the famous Gold Seal 
Cottage Cheese, the wonderful pro­ 
duct of the Decatur plant; in boost­ 
ing the encase. and it deserves every 
word said. Delightful Decatur de­ 
mands that it l»e known the cheese 
is made here, from Wise county pro­ 
ducts. 
The Dallas parent should not 
claim this distinction of the child. 


Several gentlemen were discussing 
the freakish pranks *>f cyclones in 
Lee Clement’s office the other day. 
when Charley Cross, tax cblelctor, 
dropped in aud put out this one: “A 
neighbor of mine, south of tjbwn, told 
this one, Mid he would never repeat 
it, fearing it woald never be believ­ 
ed. 
He said, after he and his family 
sought safety iii a storm cellar, the 
wind by a sudden jerk, ripped off the 
cellar door.

Perhaps the general public foils to 
appreciate the extent of the new 
farmer movement that has been put 
on in the western half of Wise coun­ 
ty since last fall. 
It is a move that has convent * r; d 
on the glowing of watermeko n and 
cantaloupe*. 
But accompanying it is 
another entire group of auxiliary 
facts of high economic significance. 
Possibily in all a thousand farms and 
farmers are concerned, all in the 
timber bott. 
It looks os if the pos­ 
sible acreage will easily approximate 
ten thousand, two-thirds in melons 
and the remainder in cantadoupe*. 
Figured on puper and 
with 
all 
things working out equally, the net 
to the planter, estimated in a widely 
guessable area, should l o ’ seventy 
five dollars to the acre. 
With the 
fates working for the grower Instead 
of against; him, the returns could eas­ 
ily be a round million (dollars, But 
should tftP movement entirely fail, 
the net cash leas to the average 
farmer, based on the cost of putting 
out Hie crop, would niot be substan­ 
tia fly fell. 
The i>er acre cash ex­ 
pense for seed and fertilizers has 
fortunately l>een reasonably low. 
To sneered the grower must »>in 
against the weather, Insects and dis­ 
eases, but objectively above ami aside 
from these, he must achieve trium ­ 
phantly in twja other major accom­ 
plishments. He must Absolutely grow a 
quality product, and he must succeed 
in selling it in an industrial area Pi 
the country admittedly hard afflict­ 
ed by financial adversity, and against 
competition. 
The first is in his con­ 
trol, but the latter Is altogether be­ 
yond it. 
At the identical time that Wise 
county cantaloupes are coming on the 
market, California and Arizona will 
lie pouring their usual production of 
thirty-five thousand car loads into 
the same channel. Loon I farmers are 
alive* to .'Ms fact and have been all 
the while 
They are depending on 
the* superior quality of their product 
to win ascendancy against the* com­ 
petition. 
Filch a thing happened in 
a limited way last year in the few* 
midwestern markets in which the 
products of the two opposing regions 
battled 
for 
the 
consumers’ 
recog­ 
nition. ^ Much a thing will happen 
again. According to the assurance of

U^om 
colonization 
aud 
tourist 
channels, 
Decatur also expects

"There are bound to be many bene­ 
fits which Decatur and its immediate 
territory will get from the cample 
Hon of the big lake,” said J. A. Him- 
mons, president (of the chamber of 
commerce and active vice president 
of tho First National Bunk of De­ 
catur. 
“Many acres in the valley 
will is* rcctainjted and many farms 
probably will lw» started.” 
County Agent

Decatui business men have been in 
threated in the dam ainee 
the first 
lalk of building the big project was 
advanced. 
They have held numerous 
meetings ut the Decatur chamber of 
commerce with members of the Tar­ 
rant county noter Noun! to plan de­ 
tails. 
Although they believe some direct 
advantages will come to Decatur if a 
recreational 
center 
is 
established 
near the durn which would bring con­ 
siderable tourist trade through the 
city, they point principally to Hie ag­ 
ricultural advantages which are ex­ 
acted A* result 
, 
There ii * t* about 10,000 acres of fer­ 
tile land. great for alfafu, corn aud 
other crops that can be grown in this 
climate, which have been overflow 
lauds, according to Cliff Cutes, for 
nine years secretary of the chamber 
of commei ce here. 
The dam project 
will eliminate these overflows and 
the land will become much more val­ 
uable. 
From Bridgeport south is the 
location «of much of this land which 
is being reclaimed. 
Other sections 
would bel.cf it when the waters be­ 
come available for irrigation. 
Tile chamber of commerce bere 
has a committee to assist in coloniza­ 
tion activities. 
It is estimated that 
the valley land, when the lake is 
completed, will be of midi value aa to 
provide agricultural apace for three 
families to the IO acres, the families 
to grow a surplus tot products In ad­ 
dition to their immediate demands.
